TURKS ARRIVE

A DESPERATE BATTLE

Such Are th Indications, Though De

tails Are Laoking More Unreliable

Reports From Constantinople.

London, Nov. 1. The perplexity
arising from the policy of the gov-
ernments engaged in warfare in south-
eastern Europe in totally excluding
newspaper correspondents from the
scene of hostilities is more pronounced
man ever tonignt.
Unreliable Reports from Constantinople

An extraordinary series ol ' des
patches from Nazlm Pasha, the Turk
ish commander in chief, claiming that
the Turkish army had recaptured
eunarhlssar ana was sun holding its
own against the Bulgarian advance
were published In Constantinople to-

day. In the absence of Independent
testimony, however, various assump
tions as to the accuracy ot these tele-
grams are possible. They may be be-

lated despatches referring to earlier
stages of the struggle or misrepresent-
ations for the benefit cf the Turkish
population. On the other hand, they
may mean that the Bulgarian victory-wa-s

not so complete as reported
or possibly that the nine di-

visions of Turkish reserves, the re-

ports of yesterday said had been or-
dered to the Turkish center, may be
holding back the Bulgarian advance.
5,000 Wounded Reach Constantinople.

Except for the general statement
that the T urks were retreating on
Chataldja, fighting rear guard actions,
no. details of the battle were forth
coming from Sofia today, hut the ar
rival of five thousand wounded men
in Constantinople tells its own story
of the sanguinary character of the en
counter. Despite the optimistic reports
from the Turkish side, it is not be-
lieved here that the Turkish army can
retrieve itself.

Bulgarians Confident.
All the indications from Sofia are

that the allies are determined to dic-
tate terms ot peace from Constanti-
nople. That is the construction placed
on an editorial from the official news-
paper Mir, published at Sofia, and in
other official intimations that the Bu-
lgarians appear to expect to be in Con-
stantinople within a fortnight at the
most. Whether this will be possible
depends upon the strength of the Cha-
taldja fortifications, which for a long
time have been regarded as impregna-
ble strongholds from which tile Turk
would dare the world expel them.

Greeks Sink Turkish Battleship.
Diplomatic activity over the situa-

tion continues In the European capitals
but the Balkan allies in their present
mood are 111 disposed toward any Eu-
ropean Interference.

The most Interesting feature of the
war news today was the briiliant ex-

ploit of a Greek torpedo boat sinking
a Turkish battleship at Saloniki on
Thursday night.

ACTED AS AGENT OF
HARVESTER TRUST.

Lawyer Tells How Trust Aequired a
Concern at Akron, O.

Chicago, Nov. 1 H&w the property of
the Aultman & Miller Co., .of Akron, O.,
was acquired by the International Har-
vester Co., in November, 1905, was re-

lated today by William A. Vincent, an
attorney in the governments dissolu-
tion suit against the alleged combina-
tion.

The witness said he purchased the
property at a receiver's sale in July,
1903, for $640,000 and after operating
It ostensibly as an. independent con-
cern for more than two years, formally
transferred it to the alleged combina
tion In November, 1905. The witness
said that after acquiring the plant the
name was changed to the Aultman &
Miller Buckeye Co.

Sir. Vincent said he undertook to
purchase the property as the agent of
Cyrus H. McCormick and James H.
Deering, but that his proposition was
refused by the company. Later, the
witness said, he purchased the proper-
ty on his own account although he felt
all along that he was morally bound
to let the International Harvester Co.
have it eventually.

SCHRANK EXPECTS
A LIGHT SENTENCE

Believes Roosevelt Ought to Speak in
His Behalf.

Milwaukee, Nov. 1. Believing that
Theodore Roosevelt does not bear mal-
ice towards him, John Schrank,
would-b- e slayer of the colonel, expects
to escape with a light sentence.

Schrank confided these prospects to
Bernard H. Gottschalk, who occupies
a cell near that of the notorious pris-
oner. . Gottschalk is a former resident
of New York.

"Theodore Roosevelt is only human,
after all," Schrank said, according to
Gottschalk. "He was shot and has re-

covered. Now that it is all over and
he has had time for reflection, his
better self surely has concluded that
I should be pitied and not condemned.
When McKinley was shot he showed
forgiveness.

"The entire case rests with Roose-
velt. I know If he will come hero
and speak for me and adopt a broad
view of the matter, I will get a light
sentence. His word will settle the
whole matter. I should think he would
come here when the tase is tried."

DISTRICT ATTORNEY WARNED

AND UNDER GUARD

GAMBLERS RETURNING

Rumors That the Lid is Being Raised

Once More Murderer Guards Beck-

er Testaments For Gunmen.

New York, Nov. 1. District Attorney-Whitma-

was warned again today of
an alleged plot against his life and he
was told that with the conclusion of
the Becker trial the "lid" was being
lifted gradually in the Tenderloin dis-

trict and that gamblers were resum-
ing business.

The prosecutor declined to discuss
the warning, except to admit that he
had received a letter and a telegram
to the effect that four Chicago "thugs"
were due here toy train tomorrow to
"get" him. He said it was nothing
new for him to receive threats, but it
is known that unusual precautions are
being taken to guard his person. A
detective was at his side practically
all day.

Many Gamblers Return.
Investigation has failed to verify

rumors of pronounced activity in gam-
bling circles, but a number of houses
were said to have reopened for bus-
iness quietly and unobtrusively con-
ducted. Many gamblers, who left the
city at the time of the exposures of
the Becker-Rosenth- al case have re-

turned. It Is known.
It was even carried to the district

attorney in newspaper reports that
another police lieutenant was pursu-
ing the grafting tactics which Becker
Is alleged to have employed that he
was a silent partner in one of the
gambling houses.

Getting Evidence of Police Laxity.
The prosecutor had no announce-

ment to make concerning his future
actions, hut he rade it known that
he will not rest his case against the
"system with the conviction of Beck-
er. He is working up evidence re-

garding police laxity and grafting to
lay before the extraordinary grand
Jury which is to continue the John
Doe proceedings immediately after the
cases of the gunmen in the Rosenthal
murder are disposed of.

Murderer Guards Becker.
Becker, In his cell in the death house

at Sing Sing prison. Is being closely
guarded. It Is practically a case of
one murderer assigned to look after
another, for today James Dillon,"" a
convict, who killed a Brooklyn man,
was given the work of caring for
Becker's cell. Dillon does not face
death for his crime, as does Becker,
who is therefore exempt under prison
rules from menial labor.

' Allowed Three Visits a Week.
The daily visits which Becker was

firBt allowed to receive from his wife
have been cut to three a week. This has
disappointed the couple, but they are
making the best of it by the exchange
of letters. Becker is also" chafing from
the loss of exercise. In the Tombs he
had a daily promenade through the
corridors, but now he has only a short
walk between the rows of cell3 in the
death house.

Officer Ferrick Suspended.
William Ferrick, the former member

of the Becker police squad, who was
indicted for perjury' yesterday, was to-
day formally suspended from the po-
lice force. He is on a honeymoon, hav-
ing been married last night after his
indictment He did not learn of the
grand jury's action until today, when
he appeared this afternoon, pleaded not
guilty, and gave $2,500 bonds for his
appearance.

The accused gunmen awaiting trial

In connection with the Rosenthal mur-
der were each recipients today of
small editions of the new testament,
the gifts of, an unknown. .lth con-
siderable care several passages were
marked.

CONVICT SNATCHED
FROM BRIDE'S SIDE

Had Escaped from Penitentiary
Through a Sewer.

Chicago, Nov. 1. Elmer Lewis, an
escaped federal prisoner, who crawled
five blocks through a iron
sewer pipe to get free and be married,
was started back to Fort Leavenworth,
Kan., penitentiary tonight in care of
detectives, after having been taken
from .his bride, from whom he had
concealed his eriminal career.

Lewis was serving an eight-yea- r sen-
tence for blowing open the safe in a
Washington, D. C, postal n.

He was formerly a pugilist, having
fought as a middleweight under the
name of "Kid" Meyer. He shot and
killed a policeman in Baltimore sev-
eral years ago.

Lewis got out of the prison by hid-
ing in a catch basin, while cleaning an
outhouse. He made his escape into
the sewer pipe and for several days
his mode of escape was not discovered.
He was married In Chicago under the
name of Gaughan. His bride fainted
when she learned that he was a con-
vict. Lewis has served four years of
his sentence.

DESCRIBES MURDER OF
BALTIMORE HEIRESS

Mrs. Conway Implicates Husband in

Death of Miss Singer.

Chicago, Nov. 1. An ordeal of more
than 24 hours of questioning broke
down the of Beatrice
Ryall Conway and hysterical admis-
sions made by the woman here to-

day are said hy the police to clear
up the mystery of the murder here
Monday night of Sophia G. Singer, the
Baltimore, Md., heiress.

Since Mrs. Conway and her husband
were turned over to the Chicago police
yesterday in Lima, O., the detectives
concentrated their efforts on the wo-
man, putting Conway, who is a cir-
cus clown and high diver, through an
ordeal of isolation, silence and uncer-
tainty.

This afternoon after a number of
outbursts of weeping Mrs. Conway,
begging for something to eat and a
few hours' rest, consented to make a
statement to the police. It was taken
down by a stenographer in the pres-
ence of Captain Nootbaar and Lieuten-
ant Crotty of the Chicago police, who
later made public a copy of what they
had obtained.

The statement made public by the
police as the formal confession of Mrs.
Conway is in jiart as follows:

"Sophia Invited us to come to Chi-
cago. We took a suite of three rooms
for light housekeeping. My husband
and I occupied one of the bedrooms
and Miss Singer and Worthen, her
fiance, ouupied the other. We were
out of money and Sophia knew this
before we came to Chicago. On the
night of the killing we had dinner
together and Worthen went out, So-

phia went out to post a letter and
came back after a while with her
shoes wet. She took them off and was
in her stocking feot, about to change
them. We had quarreled a little about
the expenses, whieh Sophia was pay-
ing. We were destitute and Sophia
threatened to take Wrorthen and leave
us stranded.

Sophia said we were not doing any-
thing to get money. She said she had
met a rich old man and wanted me to
go out with her to meet him and an-
other man. 'Con' was furious at this.
He said I did not have to make money
that way. I was washing dishes at
the sink. I heard a fall. I went into
the bedroom and Sophia was lying
there. My husband said to me, 'Hur
ry, let's get our things and get out
before she gets conscious.' We did not
know she was dead. 'Con' Bever meant
to kill her."

The confession says the pair thtn
fled from the city with $48 which thev
took from Miss Singer's effects and
rwo suits of clothes belonging to W.
R. Worthen, Miss Singer's - fiance.
They went to Hammond, Ind., in a
street car, and from place to place
until they reached Lima, O. While the
alleged confession was being wrung
from the woman, Conway cowered In
a cell, hearing the screams and plead-
ings of his wife, but he did not know
what was going on and waB denied
the privilege of speaking to anyone.
The police expect him to break down
soon and make a statement. The as
sertion by the woman that she Is
married to Conway will be verified,
as If she is his wife she cannot testi-
fy against him.

Another dramatic scene came when
Worthen was brought before Mrs.
Conway and told she had confessed.
Tears streamed from the faces of
both and for a time neither couldspeak. Then the woman began to cry
for mercy and forgiveness. With out-
stretched arms she sobbed:

"Oh! Please forgive me! Forgive
him! Will. Kiss me and tell me you
forgive us. He didn't mean to kill herWill, honest, he didn't."

DEFENSE BEGINS IN

THE ETTOR TRIAL.

Attorney Peters Outline Hi Evidence
to th Jury.

Salem. Mass, Not. L Joseph J. Bt-to- r,

leader of the Lawrence textile
strike last winter, who, wtth A.

and Joseph Caruso, is on trial
here, charred with responsibility for
the mnrder of Anna Lopizio, sought to
make a personal statement to the court
today just before opening remarks for
the defense begun. His request was
denied, and 3nde Q'rljn ordered that
counsel for the defendants proceed.
The court has previously declined to
rule on a motion to take the case from
the Jury, but granted to defendant's
counsel a right to renew It when the
testimony Is concluded.

After the commonwealth had closed
Ub caw, Judge Qulnn directed that
two of the attorneys for the defense
should make opening statements, and
he designated W. Scott Peters, attor-
ney for Giovamilittl, and J. H. yik,
counsel for Caruso, to address the Jury.
He first directed that but one attorney
should speak for all, 'but when Mr. Sisk
explained that his client wan charged
as principal and the others ag acces-
sories to the crime, and thait he would
like to present a, separate statement,
Olie court permitted him to do so. J.
P. S, Mahoy, eounset for Ettor, and
Vred H, Alooro, advisory counsel for
the Industrial Workor of the World,
pro! sated, but were overruled.

Whtsn court convened after lunch-
eon, Mr. Mahruiey announced that the
defendant, ft ttor, asked the privilege
ef addressing the eourt.

"I don't core to hear from him at
this time," said Judge Quinn. "Counsel
will prdcetd." -

"On behalf Af the defendant," Attor-
ney Moore said, addressing the court,
"I wish te have an exception to the
ruling of the emirt in denying the de
fendant his constitutional riflit to ex
plain why it Is his desire to have his
personal counsel address the jury on
his behalf."

Judge Quinn ordered tke exception
noted and again directed counsel to
proceed with the addresses to the jury.
FXtor appeared much concerned and
he leaped frequently from his seat In
the prisoners' cage to confer earnestly
wrth his attorney.

In outlining the defense of Ettor
and Giovannlttl, Attorney Peters de-
clared the defense would prove that
throughout the strlloe the defendants
counselled agwlnst vlolenc and would
Introduce testimony to Sliow that on
several occasions fhey actually pre-
vented violence. He said testimony
would be given to show that the mill
owners actually incitd trouble for the
purpose of discrediting the strikers,
and that private detectives hired by
the mill owners were arrested for com-
mitting depredations and afterward
released when the police learned their
ndontity. Both Ettor and Giovannitti,
he announced, would take the stand
and brand as falsehoods the testimony
given against them by private detec-
tives. Giovannitti. he sid, would deny
absolutely the speech attributed to him
In which he was quoted as having ad-

vised the strikers to "prowl like wild
animals at night, seeking the blood of
the scabs." The defendant. Attorney
Peters said, would tell the Jury just
what he did say in all his speeches.

Mr. Sisk outlined the defense of Ca
ruso, and said that the defendant
would also take the witness stand and
cVeny absolutely that he was at the
scene of the killing of Anna Lopizzo
on the night of January 29. His de
fense will be an alrW. his wife, a
friend and other witnesses being- ready
t0 testify that at the time of the riot
for, i.r, vm nt home mtm? hin Biintver.
